Manurc.  The  substances  wFiich  make  excell^nf  ma- 
nure are  inuoh  more  numerous  ihaa  secjms  to  be  g^*^*^ ; 
rally  supposed  by  farmers.  Amon^  man)  others  are  tie 
following;  putrified  desh,  bones,  woollen  rags,  fish,  fea- 
ther, soap  suds,  urine  of  ail  animals,  brine,  dnng  of  all 
kind.5,  scrapjr.gs  of  door  yards  and  streets,  rubbish  of 
old  hofises,  Jime,  plaster  of  Paris ;  mud  from  ponds;  ri- 
vcjs,  swamps  and  the  sea;  shells,  turfs,  ashes,  earth 
that  has  been  lon^j  under  covi^r,  weeds  that  grow  in  gar- 
dens, fields,  ponds,  rivers,  the  sea,  &c.  refcise  hay,  ferns 
or  bnkes,  leaves  of  trees,  moss,  rotten  wood,  &g.  &c. 
All  liicse  jubstaucf^s,  whenever  they  can  be  obtained^ 
'  should  be  collected  tojjetber  in  a  compost,  which  is  one 
©f  th«  most  esaci'tial  loqnisitos  to  good  husbandry. 

Bara-^ard.  Is  this  ^ard  is  the  most  favourable  place 
on  t'lc  l;jrm,  loinake  manure,  the  outer  parts  of  it  should 
fcf^  so  inch  iiiohe*'  than  the  middle,  that  no  manure  shall 
b**  washed  out  of  it  by  the  greatest  rains.  As  mauy  of 
the  barns  and  out  houses  as  is  practicable,  should  stand 
en  this  yard,  that  the  manure  and  rubbish  which  they  af- 
ford, may  be  easily  conveyed  ifttoit.  The  yard  should  be 
considerably  large,  to  alford  sufficirnt  room  for  making 
manure;  and  should  have  several  apartments  into  wkich 
sheep,  calves,  &e.  may  be  put,  as?  oeeasion  requirey^ 

fn  November  secure  your  cellars  from  frost.  Fasten 
loose  clap  beards,  shingles,  &c.  Secure  a  good  school 
master,  a  man  of  learning  and  goo4  moral  principles. 
Better  give  twenty  dollars  for  a  good  man,  'than  have  a 
poor  one  for  nothing:  Supply  your  children  with  books  ; 
and  let  them  know  that  yon  respect  their  ttiaciier,  and 
place  a  hioh  estimate  on  the  priveleges  they  enjoy  under 
his  instructions,  aqd  that  ihf^y  will  find  you  steadfast  in 
maintaining  good  goverhi^ei;t  at  ^ehool  ;  as  Well  ^s  in 
youi  own  family.
